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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Gandhi et al. teaches a devcice for controlling 
equipment management data, wherein a user control point controls devices in anetwork and that the management modules enable the 
control point tocontrol devices in a network. 

In response to applicant's argument that the reference fails to teach that management data moules are loaded into network management 
systems, Ghandi et al. teaches a module which is a component of a device such as a software program or a system that implements some 
functionality and can be used as a control logic to control devices in a network, [Paragraph 58]. 

Ghandi et al. further teaches a Bridge that is also a Controlled Device must announce Bridged Devices and local Controlled Devices 
independently, with appropriate unique identifiers, Description Documents and associated URLs, wherein Ghandi uses the bridge to load 
data management modules, [Paragraph 197]. 

Chobotaro et al. teaches deleting the old management data module, wherein the system memory is replaced wherein it is deleted 
Paragraph [16].
